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Concerns voiced on increased traffic 
from a Menard’s store in VBT

A public hearing was held before the Van 
Buren Township Planning Commission 
Aug. 22 on a proposed rezoning of .61 
acres of land to make way for a Menard’s 
store. 

A decision on the rezoning is expected at 
the Sept. 12 commission meeting. 

The parcel up for rezoning is being 
purchased from the Wayne County 
Fairgrounds in order to square off the land 
for the proposed Menard’s development 
and allow the required setbacks. 

The parcel, currently zoned R1-B (Single 
Family Residential) needs to be changed to 
C-2 (Extensive Highway Business) for the 
project. 

Mike Simmons, real estate representative 
from Menard’s, which is based in Eau 
Claire, WI, said the .61 acres will be 
incorporated in the 204-acre site for 
Menard’s. 

George Craven of Fisher Road voiced his 
concern about traffic patterns and increased 
traffic along Quirk Road and the North I- 
94 Service Drive. 

Commission Chairwoman Carol 
Thompson said the traffic concerns are 
a little premature since they presently 
are dealing only with the rezoning of the 
parcel. 

Commissioner Bob McKenna said he 
was concerned about the N. Service Drive 
and Belleville Road intersection and the 
traffic stacking. 

McKenna said he talked to one of the 
VBT traffic officers who told him that 
intersection was probably one of the most 
dangerous intersections in the township. 
He said he was concerned about traffic 
going up and down Quirk Road, which is 
a residential area with homes close to the 
roadway. He asked what provisions are 
being made for the traffic. 

VBT Director of Planning and Economic 
Development Terry Carroll said there have 
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been discussions on traffic and a Wayne 
County road engineer was at the township 
on another matter and they discussed a 
county traffic study for that area. 

Carroll said Menard’s was encouraged to 
get a traffic study and sign the site. 

Carroll said by Oct. 3, he expects to have 
a pretty good listing of “no fits” to go to 
the Board of Zoning Appeals. He said he 
will administratively deny the plans so 
Menard’s will have to go to the BZA for 
the variances. 

Carroll said the applicant is trying to 
minimize the number of variances being 
requested. 

Carroll presented an aggressive draft 
timetable for the Menard’s project, which 
is right on schedule, so far. 

Following the Aug. 22 public hearing, the 
schedule is: 

e Sept. 12 — Planning Commission 
recommends approval of rezoning to 
township board; 

e Sept. 18 — Township board first reading 
of rezoning request; 

e Sept. 19 — Site plan staff review meeting 
#2; 

e Oct. 2 — Township board second reading/ 
adoption of rezoning; 

e Oct. 3 — Site plan staff review meeting 
#3; 

e Oct. 24 — Planning Commission holds 
public hearing on special approval; 

e Oct. 30 — BZA hearing for variances 
(special meeting on fifth Tuesday); 

e Nov. 14 (or special Planning Commission 
meeting on Oct.31)—Planning Commission 
recommends special approval and grants 
preliminary site plan; 

e Nov. 20 (or, if planning commission 
had special meeting, could be Nov. 6) 
— Township board grants special approval; 
and 

e Dec. 12 (or, if planning commission 
had special meeting, could be Nov. 28) 
— Planning Commission grants final site

Three BHS seniors plead guilty to 
unarmed robbery, one goes to trial

Three Belleville High School seniors 
are expected to be sentenced to 5-15 years 
apiece on two counts of unarmed robbery, 
plus an additional count of felony firearm 
which carries a mandatory 2 additional 
years. 

The three entered guilty pleas on Friday 
in exchange for a plea bargain that reduced 
their original charges. Dismissed were two 
counts of armed robbery, a count of home 
invasion and a possession of marijuana 
charge. 

The original charges could have brought 
up to life in prison. Unarmed robbery 
charges can be expunged five years after 
release. 

The teens, all residents of Van Buren 
Township, are Renj Scribbling-Elmore, 
Brandon Fair,and Joseph Marsh. Scribbling- 
Elmore and Fair will be sentenced Oct. 4 
and Marsh, whose attorney Murray Duncan 
couldn’t make the Oct. 4 court date, will be 
sentenced Oct. 5. 

The fourth defendant in the case, Jaleel 
Booker, also a BHS senior, who did not 
enter the residence, did not accept a plea 
bargain and is going to trial on Oct. 9 on 
two counts of unarmed robbery. 

The four, who were 17 years old at the 
time of the March 22 armed robbery in 
Wagon Wheel South mobile home park 
in Van Buren Township, were in Judge 
Gregory Bill’s courtroom at the Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice in Detroit on Friday 
for a pre-trial hearing when the pleas were 
accepted. 

The charges stem from an incident where 
a home’s front door was kicked in and a 
couple was held at gunpoint while items 
were stolen. 

The woman victim and the manager of 
the mobile home park were present for the 
court session. 

The defendants are all out on $10,000 
cash bond, but are not wearing tethers, as 
previously reported. 

Families of the teens were also in court, 
with lots of tears shed while they witnessed 


their sons’ futures dashed as prison 
sentences loom.

e Heard a complaint from parent Shannon 
Ackron of Hull Road on the new bus 
schedule that would have her child on a 
bus for 1 hour and 10 minutes, including 
a drop off at BHS and pick up by another 
bus, to get to North Middle School (now 
McBride Intermediate School). Her student 
will have to leave at 6:30 a.m. for a school 
that starts at 7:40 a.m. Students have to 
wait a half hour at BHS. “With 1,500 kids 
doing nothing for half an hour at the new 
beautiful school, it won’t be beautiful very 
long,” she said. She said she still had no 
schedule for her high school student and 
she was told the district hopes to get that 
out by Friday. She said that’s good, since 
Monday is a holiday and school starts on 
Tuesday.

Van Tassel asked to see 
the bus schedule card she received for her 
student; 

e Heard from parent Charity Fielder that 
she lives five minutes from Edgemont, 
where her student will be going, but the 
bus trip will take an hour.

Fielder 
said the district said it was changing 
routes to try to have students on the buses 
for shorter times. Fielder said she will be 
providing her own transportation for her 
child this year; 

e Heard Van Tassel say the transportation 
department has a new director, but the 
routes will be studied and adjusted; 

e Approved the bread bid of Great Lakes 
Baking Company (same company as 
last year) and the milk bid to Berkshire 
Dairy (Country Pride was the successful 
bidder last year). The district is a part

Cooperative to try to get the best prices 
by ordering in volume.

John Hennessey of Hennessey Engineers presented 
a power point presentation on the Potential Special 
Assessment District (SAD) for Judd Road from 
Sumpter Road west to Rawsonville Road. There was a 
plat map shown with the properties which would be in 
the assessment district. Currently Judd is a gravel road 
under the jurisdiction of Wayne County. The width of 
roadway ranges from 24 to 34 feet. There is a lack of 
proper drainage in early spring there are impassable 
areas due to freeze/thaw conditions. Due to poor soil 
conditions, and maintenance aggregate to maintain 
proper road bed. Several complaints regarding lack 
of dust control and proper maintenance of roadway. 
The road must be designed for a minimum 20 year 
design life. Minimum paved roadway width of 30 feet 
(2-12 foot lanes with 3 foot wide paved shoulders) 
with a minimum width of 5 foot gravel shoulders 
on both sides of the road. All existing driveway and 
cross culverts would be removed and replaced. After 
geotechnical analysis and field reconnaissance of site 
the Township has prepared a preliminary estimate for 
the total project cost to be $3,750,000. Assessment is 
based upon linear footage of benefitting properties the 
estimate would be $118.37 per foot. Therefore with 
a 20 year assessment, approximately $8.00 per foot 
per year. Greater than 50% of residents must approve 
to continue with the SAD process. If approved then 
design plans and details would follow. 


James Pedersen 50777 Judd spoke and stated he started 
the petition because of the condition of the road. He 
knocked on doors and got signatures. Majority rules 
so this process can continue or stop. I have to replace 
brakes and tie rods on my vehicles so I am paying for 
this just in parts. The taxes have gone down in the 
last 3 years. 


Charlotte Churchman 45455 Judd she is sick of the 
dust. How much for my property I have 137 foot 
frontage. It is worth not having the dust. 

Jack Cromwell 50135 Judd he has lived there all his 
life and his cars are not tore up. It would cost me 
$2,100.00 each year and he has never put that much 
in his cars. He does not want the extra traffic it would 
generate. If the county considers the road a major road 
then the federal grant should pay for this and not the 
residents. 


Brian Buntine 50823 Judd wanted to know how much 
on a 100 foot lot. $118.00 per foot per year. 

Mike Willis 48200 Judd he is not in favor of this 
project it would cost him $4,000 per year which he 
cannot afford. He would lose his trees and take away 
the country atmosphere. 


Darlene Covell 21376 Wilmot they own the corner by 
Judd with 800 foot of frontage they will be charged 
$6,400 per year for a road they do not use. No one 
came to their house to sign a petition. 

Catherine Perry 49007 Judd she moved here for the 
country living. 2003 was the worse time the roads 
were but Wayne County has improved them over the 
years. Do we pay for the maintenance of the roads 
on our taxes? Answer from Hennessey Engineers the 
gasoline taxes we pay at the pump is what goes to our 
roads. She has 230 foot frontage and it would cost 
over $1,800 per year. I like the dirt roads. 


Two letters were received first from Eric Stimach 


owner of 81-028-99-0001-709 who does not wish to 
participate taxes are hard enough to pay. Second letter 
from Bobby Justice 51220 Judd opposes the paving 
of Judd Road.

plan approval. 

The family owned, home-improvement 
store, which would bring 75 full-time jobs 
and 75 part-time jobs, is expected to take 
nine months to construct following the 
initial ground-breaking, which Menard’s 
hoped would be next spring.
